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Warning: Contaminated Soup Containing Deadly Poison Found In Morgan 


The Morgan County Health 
Department this week began 
a crash effort to locate a 
number of cans of contami¬ 
nated Campbell’s chicken 
vegetable soup thought to 
have been sold in Morgan 
County. The soup contains 
deadly botulism poisoning. 

Morgan County Sanitarv 
Engineer Walter Blevins said 
that 10 cases of the contami¬ 


nated soup were located 
Monday and Tuesday at 
stores in West Liberty and 
throughout the county and at 
a local wholesale. 

At least one family in 
West Liberty had bought .1 
can of the soup. A local gro¬ 
cer said the chicken vege¬ 
table soup had been one of 
the best sellers in his store 
and it is feared that several 


cans of the contaminated soup 
have been sold to grocers 
and residents in rural areas. 

Blevins said yesterday 
evening that he had checked 
30 stores and other places of 
business for the soup Tues¬ 
day and Wednesday and the 
search continues today. 

Blevins warned that con¬ 
sumption of the soup can be 
fatal. Botulism is the dead¬ 


liest poison known to man. 
The soup may be identified, 
he said, by the code number 
Of the can—07pl3,701x. 

Nor should the soup be 
fed to animals Blevins said. 

The contaminated cans 
should be returned to the 
grocery or wholesale where 
they were purchased and the 
price will be refunded. 

The Campbell Soup Com¬ 


pany announced Sunday 
i» is recalling all chicken- 
vegetable soup from 16 states, 
including Kentucky and Ten¬ 
nessee, following discovery 
of botulism contamination in 
the soup which was packed 
at its Paris, Texas plant. The 
company urged consumers in 
the 16 states and in adjoin¬ 
ing states to destroy any cans 
of the chicken vegetable 


soup they have in their homes, 
and grocers were instructed 
to withdraw the soup from 
their shelves immediately. 

“All chicken vegetable 
soup canned in the Paris, 
Texas plant on July 15 is 
being recalled,” a spokesman 
said. The soup may be 
identified bv the code num¬ 
ber 07pl3,701x, the company 
said.

Morgan County schools 
opened Monday w'ith an un¬ 
official county-wide enroll¬ 
ment of 2,495, according to 
information supplied by prin¬ 
cipals of the county’s higa 
schools and elementary cen¬ 
ters. 

Robert S. Boggs, principal 
at Morgan County High and 
Elementary, reports an en¬ 
rollment of approximately 
1,075 in grades five through 
12 .

All school buses are runn¬ 
ing on schedule, officials re¬ 
port, despite damaged high¬ 
ways in two sections of the 
county. 

School personnel at West 
Liberty and Crockett said 
there is no evidence that par¬ 
ents in the eastern part of 
the county are keeping their 
children home, though some 
parents had reportedly stat¬ 
ed earlier they might not 
allow their children to ride 
school busses over badly da¬ 
maged roads in that section. 
Roads in that part of the 
county have been severly 
damaged by huge coal trucks 
hauling coal from strip mine 
operations on tributaries of 
Elk Fork and Paint Creek. 

Travel on the roads has 
been severely hampered in 
i ecent weeks and persons wiho 
live in the area say that un¬ 
less repaired the roads will 
be “exceptionally dangerous” 
during bad weather. 

In the northwestern sec¬ 
tion of Morgan, school bus¬ 
ses had to detour about 16 
miles through the edges of
